1 
and were told they, along with Kevin McCully, the Saudent 
PresidentfRegent at the University of Nebraska at Keamey 
CUNRK), would not be among the pasty of NU administrators and 
regents toattendthe University ofNebraskagameagainstPlorida 
Stato University in Miami, Fla. 

Farquhar and Olsonsald they werealsotold Andrew Sigerson, 
the Student Presiden’Regent from UNL, would be die only 
Student Regent allowed to attend the game. 

Wednesday, UNL Chancellor Graham Spanicrsaidamember 
of bis staff did contact Farquhar alerting him that “we were 
reviewing thelist.” Spanter said no final decision has been made 
on whether any of the Student Regents would not be invited. 

“We hope to havea final decision by Saturday for the regent 
miceting,” be sald, 

Farquhar said be was told by Spanier his decision was based 
on his belief that Farquhar represented a “special interest.”

“Last year (1992 Orange Bow)), we wentoverour allowance, 
As chancellor, f can’ tjustify going over our expenses,” Spanier 
said. “We have the band, the football team, athictic staffand the 
official party of administrators and regents going to the game. 
There will be across the board reductions of people going. We 
need to be more restrictive.” 

Spanicr estimated up to 50 people, including administrators 
and athletic department staff, may not go to the game, 

To ceduce expenses even further, Spanier said the football 
team will leave a day Later than last yeas, and that the official 
party’s trip will be reduced by one day. 

“I guess there are several hundred people who assume they 
willalways be going toabowl game,” Spantersaid, “And iknow 
last year, all of the student regents were cach allowed to bring a 
friend, But we are going to have to live within expenses.”

Idonotclaim thatmy definition ofracismis “less biased” than 
YOurs, OF try (o promote itas the only definition, It is differently 
biased, in a way that points out the inberent privileges white 
people have in this country. Again, youmiss the pointwhen you 


_ Say “The new definition provides that only white people can 


raclally discriminate against other people ....” No. The new 
dcfinitionis notaboutdiscriminationalone, butalsoaboutsocial 
and political power. This is what makes itnew. 

And yes, this new definition does favor people of color. But 
make no mistake, Dr. Krause: When any definition, political 
discussion or action ignores power structures, it automatically 
supports the status quo. There is bias in thatand just because the 
bias is not obvious docs not mean it is not at work.

Spanier decided last week toinform Mike Farquhar, Natalie 
Olson and Kevin McCully, the three Studen¥Regents from the 
UNO, MedCenterand UNK campuses, thatthey werenotgoing 
tomake the traditional cipdown to Miami for the Orange Bowl. 
Spanier stil] intended to save room for UNL StudenyRegent, 
Andrew Sigerson on the plane bound for Miami. 

The announcement was timed perfectly. It gave the three 
regents tree weeks to reshuffle their plans that were probably 
madealmosta year ago, anditalso was delivered justas Spanier 
hopped on a plane to Japan for the Tokyo Bowl. 

Sigersan also went to Tokyo with Spanier’s entoummge — 
without Farquhar, Olson and McCully.

PRSSA voted outstanding 

The UNO chapter of the Public Relations Society of 
| America (RSSA) was voted Outstanding Ozganization 

of the Year by the Office of Student Activities. 

The group was selected over elght other campus orga- 
nizations because of the dedication tomembers’ personal 
and professional development, sald Amy Bellows, astu- 
dent activities advisor. 

She cited exceptional programming for members and 
commendable recruitment efforis are additional reasons 
for the selection. The staff also gave the group a standing 
ovation for the creation of the Protect-Your-Life Work- 
shop on women’s safety, Bellows said, 
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The proposed budget cuts in the Universily of Nebraska 
system for next year might mean higher tuition, said Jeff 
Schalley, director of the Council for Community and Lege 
islativeRelations(CCLR)., Therefore, studentsshould voice 
their opinions now, ne stressed. 

“At worse it could be 2percent which could casily be in 
the millions of dollars,” ho said. “Students don’t scalize 


+ howthobudgetcutscaneffectthem, Tho budgetcuts arcall 


encompassing,” Schalicy said. 

According to figures published in the Omaha Worlds 
Herald, tuition and fees rose 8.3 percent in 1992 toa 
yearly rate of $1,803 for 15 hours per semester up from 
$1,665. 

“Tultioncan only gosobigh before the students will say 
‘I can’t pay that. It’s too expensive.’ No college is im- 
mune,” Schalley said, adding that more classes could be 
closed. 

“Our competitiveness of education may go down. If the 
state doesn’t put that much in postsecondary education, 
then a UNO degree wan't be as competitive as a degree 
from an Jowa coltege degree,” he said. 

Schailey said possible budget cuts would also affect 


afeas On campus Other than classes. 

“Services willhave tobecut, Staff, maintenance people, 
professors, will have to be lost to cover the (budget) gap,” 
be said, 

Schalley said students can voice ticir concerns at pos- 
sible budget cuts by writing letters to their state and 
federal representatives. 

“Writing Ictters to your legisfator can make a differ- 
cence,” be said, 

Students should write a short personal letter to their 
legislator, Schalley said, 

“Studies show that one personal letter represcats 19to 
a 100 people who did not write.” Schalley said form 
letters are not @ personal communication from a cone 
stitucnt, 

“Te’s a lot better to handweite a letter or type it on a 
regular typewriter. Federal senators have people who 
scan ictters,” he said, 

Ifa letter is secn that appears to be a personal appeal, 
the letter will be given to the senator, and he will perhaps 
be more motivated to change his mind if he supports 
budget cuts, Schallcy satd.

“If everyone came in and agreed on everything, why have 
a Senate?” he asked,
